New York, February 24.—President- 
elect William H. Taft today completed 
his cabinet by the offer of the treasury 
portfolio and its acceptance. That the 
offer was made to and accepted by 
Franklin MacVeagh,. of Chicago, is as 
near a positive statement of what is be 
lieved to be the, fact, a6 may be made 
in the ace of ‘an ebsolute refusal by 
Mr. Taft to throw any light on the sit- 
uation, 

It is vaguely hinted that there are 
things to be accomplished in Washing- 
ton before an announcement may be 
properly made. Mr. Taft gave a bold 
hint tonight that dt might be possible 
for him to divulge the identity of his 
latest cabinet acquisition in the imme- 
diate future, but he at once qualified 
the hint with an expression of doubt. 

Hepburn Considered. 

In spite of the strong belief that Mr. 
MacVeagh has been offered the treasury 
portfolio, and had already. or would ac- 
cept, there were reports that the name 
of A. B. Hepburn, of New York, for- 
mer comptroller of the currency, had 
figured largely im the conferences on 
the subject. It was declared that should 
anything arise to eliminate Mr. Mac- 
Veagh from the lf{st, as it is now under 
stood to stand. Mr .Hepburn would be 
selected to take his place. 

Mr. Taft's request brought Frank H. 
Hitchcock irom Washington early to- 
day, and the two were in lengthy con- 
ference twice, C. P. Taft, who got here 
from Cincinnati this morning, par- 
ticipating in the first conference.

Heavy Losses in Indiana, 
Kentucky, Tennessee. 


Taylorsville, Ky., Repérts 7 
Feet of Water in Streets. 
Poinsett County, Ark., Re- 
ports Six Lives Lost—Many 
Buildings Demolished. 


Louisville, Ky., February 24.—The flood 
of rain which raged during the past 
twenty-four hours over nearly all of 
Kentucky and portions of Indiana anda 
Tennessee, has done thousands of dol- 
lars damage in Loulsville alone, caused 
the death early today of John Price, a 
negro, and the loss of over five hundred 
head of cattle in and around this city. 
Bvery river and creek throughout tne 
deluged territory is bankful and many 
have overflowed. The damage in the 
Green river district along the 
streams in the western part of Ken- 
tucky is heavy. The lower Ohio is ris- 
ing rapidly at all points and a big fiood 
is predicted. 


Suffered Heavy Loss. 

Beargrass creek is résponsible for mos 
of the damage inside of the city. in 
the vicinity of the Ballard mills, at 
Broadway and Underhill, it spread out 
fan-shape, carrying destruction in its 
path. It.was here, with the greatest 
difficulty, that one hundred families were 
taken from their homes by the fire de- 
partment. 

Taylorsville, on Salt river, 40 miles 
from Louisville, is waterbound, the wa- 
ter being 7 feet deep in the principai 
street. There is a shortage of food, and 
no trains can be gotten within !0 miles 
of the place. Many families are report- 
ed in peril. 


Six Lives Reported Lost. 

Memphis, Tenn., February 24.—That 
the storm of wind and rain which pre- 
vailed in eastern Arkansas, northern 
Mississippi and western Tennessee yes. 
terday was severe is confirmed by ad- 
vices received early today. The 
town of Fisher, in Poinsett coun- 
ty, was practically destroyed, reports 
received stating that but two buildings 
remain intact, while six persons were 
killed and a number of others sus- 
tained more or less serious injuries. 

Near Augusta the dead number six 
and others were injured. In Lonoke a 
child was killed. Telegraph and tele- 
phone wires through the storm-swept 
section, however, are prostrated and 
the full extent of the storm damage is 
not yet known. In Mississippi consid- 
erable damage was done to property. 

In Memphis and vicinity the storm 
was quite severe. At Aubon Mrs. C. E. 
Baldwin. was caught among the wreck- 
age of her home and seriously injured. 
At Grege’s Station a church building 
Was razed and several small houses 
wrecked, W. T. Barnum being injured. 
At Binghamton several buildings were 
damaged. 

Farmer Was Killed. 

Tuscumbia, Ala., February 24.—A tor- 
nado passed over this section last night, 
doing considerable damage to property 
near this place. The residence of W. M. 
Andrews, a prominent farmer residing 
near here, was blown down and a 2- 
year-old son was killed. His |!4-year- 
old daughter suffered a broken leg. A 
number of houses were unroofed. 

Ohio River in Flood Stage. 

Cincinnati, Ohio, February 24.—Fol- 
lowing rains for intensity in many places 
like cloudbursts, the Ohio river at this 
point passed the flood stage of 50 feet 
this afternoon. Nearly all points up 
and down the river and on the larger 
trfbutaries also reported flood condi- 
tions either present or threatened. So 
rapidly did the river come up that many 
of the less exiperienced river men were 
almost caught napping, the 24-hour 
junip in stage having been at the rate 
of half a foot an howr and continuing 
at the rate of over an inch an hour. 

The railroads are still in norma! con- 
dition in this city, but the official pre- 
diction of at least 55 feet by tomorrow 
forecasts the abondonment of the Grang 
Central station, which is threatened by 
a 53-foot ‘stage and made inaccessible 
for traffic at 586 feet.

Jacksonville, Pla.. February 24.—The 
three-story brick building on the soutn 
side of Forsyth street, in the heart of 
the business district, was completely 
destroyed by fire this afternoon, entaili- 
ing a loss estimated at $300,000. The 
building was occupied by the Florida 
Electric Company, one of the largest 
electric supply houses in the south; J. 
H. Trembly, real estate; McGraw Bros., 
phonographs, bicycles, etc.; Jacksonville 
Gas Company, 'on the first floor, while 
the second floor was occupied as store 
rooms for the Florida Electric Company, 
The third floor was occupied as lodge 
rooms for the Eagles, Brotherhood ot 
Railway Trainmen and other organiZa- 


tions. 

The «fire started on the second floor, 
the blaze being discovered at 3 o'clock. 
An alarm was sent in which called 
every apparatus in the service, but upon 
the arrival of the firemen, the entire 
upper portion of the building was in a 
mass of flames. Chief Haney, of tne 
fire department, called out reserve wag- 
ons, as a strong wind was sweeping 
from the southwest, which threatened to 
spread the flames to adjoining property, 
but with hard work, the firemen work- 
ing until after 10 o’clock tonight, tne 
fire was confined to the one structure. 

The loss on the building will be total, 
while the Florida Electrft Company and 
the Jacksonville Gas Company, which 
carried heavy stocks, will be the heaviest 
losers.

OPEN SESSIONS HERE 


Purpose of Meeting Stated and 
Committee on Organiza- 
tion Appointed. 


Anti-Saloon 
session 


The Southern Negro 
Conference held opening 
yesterday morning at !0 o'clock in the 
People’s Tabernacle, this city, with 
Rev. E. R. Carter in the chatr. 

After the devotional exercises were 
concluded Dr. Alexander S, Jackson, of 
Dallas, Texas, chairman of the execu- 
tive committee, stated the reasons for 
calling this meeting as follows: 

!. To make a representative expres- 
sion of the desire of the negroes in the 
south to do what they can to help the 
element of southern white peaple who 
are endeavoring to emancipate this sec- 
tion of our land from the curse and 
scourge of the liquor traffic. 

2. To contradict the slander against 
the race by the liquor people in their 
oft-repeated claim that the negro is 
bound to them, soul and body. 

3. To make plans for a canvass of 
what voting strength We have, where 
decisive battles have not yet been 
fought against this modern Moloch, and 
marshal the better part of it to be cast 
with the good white people of «the 
south, who are voting God's way on 
this great question. 

4. To start a propaganda for the 
education of sentiment and _ opinion 
among our race in the south favorable 
to the enforcement and observance of 
these prohibition lawg which are being 
enacted by those who are responsible 
for legislation. In this phase of our 
work there are no limitations to what 
we believe we can do as our part of 
this great work, which means so much 
of good to our people. 

5. To perfect an organization for 
the effective performance of our part 
of the movement, which seeking 
south-wide prohibition. 

At the morning session addresses of 
welcome were made by Rev. Dr. John 
EK. White, pastor of the Second Baptist 
church, and Dr. C. L. Johnson, of the 
Methodist Episcopal, of this city.

mission regime in the Philippines tne 
friendship between Taft and Wright 
Was pronounced. It was the kind of 
an intimacy which seldom exists be- 
tween men of mature years. In every 
fight which Taft had in the Philippines 


» Wright was his most conspicuous lieu- 


tenant. With. the traditional attitude 
of the southerner toward the dark- 
skinned races, Wright represented a 
balance for Taft’s more extreme views 
as to the possibillty of hastily prepar- 
ing the. Filipino for self-government. 

When Taft was relieved and came to 
the United States to succeed Mr. Root 
as secretary of war it was at his sug- 
gestion that General Wright was. ap- 
pointed his successor as the civi] gov- 
ernor of The Philippines.

Washington, February 24.—The re- 


markable feature of the “inaugural sou- 
venir,’ issued by the committee in charge 
of the inaugural ceremonies is a bto- 
graphical sketch of President-elect Taft 
by President Roosevelt. It has peculiar 
significance in view of rumors published 
to the effect that friction existed be- 
tween Roosevelt and Taft.

That is Broxton. Three years ago. 
most there was of it were a name anda 
house and a farm. But today it is the 
modern town, with 1,500 people in it. 

Broxton sprang up in a day, but landed 
safe and is safe. When panics are epi- 
demic, towns like Broxton and Willa- 
coochee, both in Coffee county, can not 
suffer much—their resources are so va- 
ried and certain. If I was a stranger 
and was “prospecting” in Coffee county, 
[ would naturally go to Dougthas first 
and see the land-owners there and the 
country nearby, but before [| located I 
would visit Willacoochee and Broxton. 

On the Geérgia and Florida. 

Broxton is on a branch of the Geor- 
Zia and Florida railroad, nine miles 
from Douglas. H. F. Land, who has 
tia veled all over south Georgia, and 
whose home is at Broxton, says that 
there are few, if any, better farming 
sections than this around Broxton. He 
estimates, too, that not more than one 
acre in fifty is in cultivatiqn in this 
section. The crops on that acre are 
fine; there is no doubt about it. It is 
more elevated up here, and so much 
more rolling. It fs known as a “hilly 
country.” Yet it is said that less than 
half a dozen miles from Broxton there 
is a body of land on which a farmer 
could make him one field of fivé thou- 
Sand acres. and as ‘the worked at one 
end of it, he could: see his hired hand 
at the other end. 

The country, generally, about Broxton 
is a plateau, high and rolling, well wa- 
tered and well-timbered. It has the clay 
foundation and free-stone water. It is 
said ghis clay is so hard and stiff that a 
well does not need to be curbed, and 
that the well-digger is paid double price 
for his work. A few miles from Broxton 
there is a spring of sulphur water that 
is for the healing of the people. 

The sweet potiaito here in Coffee coun- 
ty is one of the tmmportant crops. 

Carloads of Potatoes. 

From the country around Broxton 
there are shipped yearly twenty car 
loads of sweet potatoes. As many 
more are shipped at Douglas, and WiI- 
lacochee justiv boasts of its business 
in all kinds of home-raised products. I 
have learned that one planter near 
Douglas made 720 bushe?s of sweet po- 
tatoes on two acres, 360 bushels to the 
acre. He sold his crop at 60 cents a 
bushel, the total sum received being 
$432.60. The fertilizer used on the two 
acres cost only $37.50. Mr. Willis New- 
bern is the farmer who did that. 

S. A. Lott, one of the first farmers of 
the county, and now a capitalist of 
Douglas, has as much as fifty acres in 
sweet potatoes, and made 300 bushels 
to the acre. I mention the potato crop 
now, having in other letters told of 
the corn and cotton crops. .There are 
still other crops that I might tell 
about. 

A Hustling Town. 

The town of Broxton, in the northern 
part of the county, is a steady. indus- 
trious, ambitious youngster that will 
be heard from in the years to come. It 
has much to boast of, and much to en- 
courage it. A stranger enjoys life 
there, for the people soon make him 
forget that he has just come. I think 
that they realize they have enough to 
divide with others. 

Besides its rich agricultura] section, 
Broxton still has its forests of pine 
timber, and nine miles away, on the 
Ocmulgee river, are various kinds of 
hardwoods. Right in the _ city, the 
Dorminy-Price Lumber Company has 
its mill, and is sawing monthly‘ mil- 
lion feet of lumber, besides planing 
400,000 feet every month. It is a cor- 
poration with a soul. It work8 con- 
victs, and when so much “investigat- 
ing’ was being done last year, the 
camp at the Dorminy-Price Lumber 
Company was reported to be one of the 
cleanest and best in the state, in which 
there was no fawit or default. Those 
negro convicts who were once sent 
away to another camp made their re- 
port as they left Dorminy-Price—they 
cried and moaned because they had to 
go away. This company owns the 
waterworks and electric ie 2% plant of 
the town, 

To Bulld New Road,

It is the invariable 
rule of the*Georgia eenators to allow 
the representatives from each district 
to decide what shall be done with ref- 
erence to the confirmation of postmas- 
ters. Of course, any action the demo- 
cratic congressman may take is re- 
Stricted by the xistence of the referee 
system. Formerly Mr. Edwards had 
indorsed Schwarzweiss, and Senator 
Clay had decided to let the appoint- 
ment go through. In the case of the 
Waynesboro postmagter, Mr. Edwards 
States that he cannot conscientiously 
recommend that Schwarzweiss be con- 
firmed in view of the evidence sub- 
mitted as to his moral character.

‘This, then, seems to be 
word. The way will be plain, so far 
as Governor Smith is concerned, as 
compared with the race that he had to 
make in 1908. The elements that back- 
ed Governor-elect Joe Brown are non- 
cohesive, and as antagonistic as it is 
possible for forces to be. The new 
rezistration law, too, will make for 
the election of Governor Smith if he 
should determine to run.” 

This is rather an illuminating prop- 
osition throughout—so much so that 
we doubt that the governor authorized 
the quotation ascribed to him.

Effort Will Be Made to 
Get Bill Through. 


House Committee Will Favor- 
ably Report Measure Today 
and Ask for Special Rule 
for Its Passage. 


Washington, February 24.—Interest in 
the dé@bate on the salary increases on 
the floor of the house twice today in- 
terfered with the meeting of the house 
committee on postoffices and postroads, 
to consider the senate ocean mail sub- 
sidy bl A meeting will be held at 

10:30 a. m. tomorrow, and it is believed 
that the bill wiil then be reported out. 
The members are said to stand |0 to 8 
for a favorable report. 

It is planned to bring in @ special rule 
for the passage of the bill, if tt is fa- 
vorably reported. 

The bill authorizes the postmaster gen- 
eral to pay for ocean mail service, on 
vessels of the second class, under the 
Classification of the act of March 3, 
1891, at the rate paid first class ves- 
sels, on routes to South America, to 
the Philippines, to Japan, to China, and 
to Australasia. The service on vessels 
of the third clasg may be paid at the 
rate paid on second class vessels. 

A clause is contained in the bill pro- 
viding that if no contract is made on a 
line of ships between Atlantic coast 
ports south of Cape Charles and South 
American ports, and two lines are estab- 
lished to North Aslantic ports, one at 
least shall touch at two ports on the At- 
lantic coast, south of Cape Charles. 

Another provision is that the total ex- 
penditures for foreign mail services in 
any ome year shall not exceed the esti- 
mated revenues therefrom.

It was well known that the dread dis- 
ease had made its appearance in At- 
lanta with fatal effect. Only until re 
cently was it discovered that a serum 
could stay the disease. 

Dr. Smith haa received the following 
letter of instructions with the first ship- 
ment of the serum: 

Instruction, for Its Use. 

The antiserum should be kept ip da refriger- 
ator until it ts to be used, when it should 
be warmed to the body temperature before it 
is injected. 

The antiserum is to be introduced directly 
into the spinal canal after the withdrawal 
of cerebro-spinal fluid by lumbar puncture. 

The quantity of antiserum to be used at a 
single injection should not exceed for the 
present 80 to 45 cubic centimeters. It is de- 
sirable, although it is not essential, to with- 
draw from the spinal canal at least as much 
fluid as the amount of antiserum to be in- 
jected. The injection should be made slowly 
and carefully to avoid the production of 
symptoms due to increased pressure. This 
precaution should be exercised especially 
where the quantity of cerebro-spinal fluid 
withdrawn is less than the amount of anti- 
serum to be injected. é 

The injection of antiserum should be fe- 
peated every twenty-four to twenty-eight 
hours for three or four injections, or at 
somewhat larger intervals, depending upon 
the nature and gravity of the case. Whether 
any advantage will be gained by more fre- 
quent or more numerous injections th here 
indicated, a widér experilencé must decide. As 
much as 180 cubic centimeters of the anti- 
serum have been injected imtoo the spinal 
canal in four days, and more than 200 cubic 
centimeters in the course of a single case of 
meningitis without causing unpleasant symp- 
toms. 

Until the antiserum is conclusively proven 
to be of value in the treatment of epidemic 
méningitis, its manner of action should be 
caréfully observed and recorded so fhat a deft- 
nite decision may be reached as quickly as 
possible. 

In making the lumber puncture, careful 
aseptic technique should, of course, be em- 
ployed, so as to prevent outside infection. 

The serum can be obtained free of charge 
by physicians applying to the laboratory of 
hygiene. 

Physicians obtgining serum are required to 
keep an accurate record of cases for report to 
the Rockefeller institute, and the cerebro- 
spinal fluid is to be sent to the city labora- 
tory for bacteriological examination. There is 
no charge for this examination.

ALL FEDERAL PRISONERS 
TO BE SENT TO ATLANTA 


Government Cancels Contract 
With the Moundsville 
Prison. 


A press dispatch from Moundsville, W. 
Va., where the penttentiary of that 
Staite is located, and with which the 
United States government has a contract 
for keeping prisoners, states that a re- 
port has been received there that the 
national government has cancelled the 
agreement with West Virginia, and will, 
in the future, send all prisoners to the 
penitentiary at Atbamta, and that those 
now comfined in the West Virginia prison 
will soon be transferred to Atlanta. 

The dispatch reads: 

*““Moundeville, W. Via., February 24.—Ac- 
cording to a report here, Attorney Gen- 
eral Bonaparte has issued an order to 
stop semding federal convicts to the 
Moundsville penitentiary. In the future 
all federal prisoners will go to Atlanta, 
Ga., and, it is said, convicts now (here 
will be taken there.”’ 

So far, the officials at the federal 
prison have not received any advices 
confirming the press message, but the 
absence of advices does not indicate amy 
incorrectness in the dispatch. Deputy 
Warden McClaughery, while admitting 
that so far as he knew, nothing had 
reached the priso.i here in conformity 
with the message, said that he would not 
be sunprised to find it correct. 

Before the Atlanta prison was built, 
convicts from territory now tributary to 
Atlanta were sent to Columbus, Ohio, 
and to Moundsville, where the govern- 
ment has a contract with the two states 
indicated. After the Atlanta prison was 
opened it diminished greatly the con- 
victs sent to the two prisons previously 
used. The convicts made in Washing- 
ton are, however, as a rule, still being 
sent to Moundsville, but a few days ago 
a batch of a half-dozen or so were sent 
direct from the mational capital to At- 
lanta, which may be taken as a confir- 
mation of the suggested action of At- 
torney General Bonaparte. 

The Moundsville prison had been in 
bad for some months past, and a legis- 
lative committee of West Virginia has 
been investigating fe conditions. It, 
fhas been openly charged that coumter- 
feiting has been going on within the 
prison walls, the work being done by 
prisoners. For some days past the press 
dispatches have been telling of the in- 
vestigation by the committees, and the 
stories have been rather sensational 
upon several occasions.

Miss Ida Allison, of Oklahoma, is 

the Piedmont, in the interest of the pres- 
ent concert tour of Ellen Beach Yaw, 
which will bring Miss Yaw to Atbamta 
for a recital next Thursday night, and 
it would be difficult to determine in 
which of the two women lies the great- 
er interest, as to personality and ca- 
reer. 
’ Blien Beach Yaw sang in Atlanta some 
Years ago, when her “high notes,” 
which were said to top those of any of 
the great sopranos, were her chief stock 
in trade, but sihe sails now under dif- 
ferent colors—no longer as a ‘‘freak’’ s0s 
prano, but as a grand opera star of the 
first magnitude, as an artist whose earn- 
est study during the years of her re- 
tirement from the stage have earned dor 
her ovations lastewinter and this season 
from the audiences of the Metropolitan 
Grand Opera Company. 

She was called wpon last March, after 
her long study abroad, to take the place 
of the renowned Tetrazzini, who was ill, 
and gehe sang the part of “Iacia de 
Lammermoor’ in such manner as to es- 
tablish at once her standing among the 
great prima donnas. With all her art, 
she has retained and perfected her won- 
derful high register, and it is said that 
in-this same role of Lucia she reaches 
and holds double high C, which is six 
notes thigher than Tetrazzini attempts. 
The highest mote of the hirman voice 
ever recorded before Miss Yaw was that 
of Azquiri, who lived in the datys of 
Mozart, but Miss Yaw exceeds that by 
four full notes. 

To return to Miss Allison, however, it 
is unique, at least in this part of tne 
country, that a woman should be en- 
gaged in the profession that brings Miss 
Allison to Atlanta—that of advance work 
for a concert tour, and she was asked 
yesterday about her motives for going 
ato it. 

‘T hardly know,” ehe eaid. “It was 
impulse, finally a telegram. giving me 
this opportunity, and I took it at once, 
almost without thinking. A friend in 
the business, though, had been urging 
me to take it up, and I had realized its 
aiivantages. To travel and to see some- 
thing of many places and many peopie 
was my chief motive. My travel is wn- 
der very pleasant conditions, too, and 
the work is agreeable—not too arduous,

sionally,” and she smiled, with a ges- 


ture toward a desk full of correspond- 
ence. 

Miss Allison's appearance seemed to 
belie the information: gtven beforehand 
that she is of Indian extraction, but she 
declared with emphasis that she is not 
merely of Indian extraction, but that she 
is Cherokee. 

The comment that her complexion, her 
features, her hair, would scarcely indi- 
cate it, made Miss ‘Allison most insistent. 
“Look at my eyes,’ she said. ‘Don't 
you think they betray the Indian?” But 
beyond their steadfastness and clearness 
it had to be admitted that they would 
scarcely have singled out their attrac- 
tive owner, as in truth, the typical and 
original “‘American girl.’’ 

She is one-sixteenth Cherokee, but very 
apparently prides herself more on that 
than the fifteen-s&teenths English and 
Scotch. 

Her education was secured princi- 
pally in Oklahoma, and her description 
of the educational advantages in her 
native state are most interesting. 

“The Indians are often called a bur- 
den on the white people, but at least 
in Oklahoma it is the white people 
who are the burden,” she explained. 
“The Cherokees, fot instance, have 
their own schools and colleges, and 
even their girls’ seminaries, which are 
supported by the Cherokees’ them- 
selves, who are proud, and who are not 
only independent of the educational 
bounty of the government, but who 
must extend the use of their schools 
to the white children.”’ 

It was Miss Allison who, in Decem- 
ber last, won in the United States su- 
preme court a case which returned to 
the Indians of Oklahoma 400,000 Acres 
of land which had been taken from 
them during the year 1907, just before 
the yetirement of Secretary of the In- 
terior Hitchcock. 

Against the advice of friends who 
cited the difficulty and the delays in 
winning a case against the govern-

Net Income Last Quarter 
1908 to Be Distributed. 


Military Property Cannot Be | 


Loaned for the Inauguration 
- Trip — Savannah Guards 
‘Case Is Settled. 


The. net income arising from the hire 
of convicts for the jast quarter of 1906 
will, a8 announced several days ago in 
The Constitution, be distributed to the 


/117 counties of the state which are not 


using canvicts under the old law. 
This was definitely decided yesterday 
informed 


Governor Smith that this part of the 


fund would not be needed for the svup- 
port of the prison establishment during 
the current year. 

State Treasurer Park, having received 
notice to that effect from the governor, 
@7ill proceed to distribute this money, 
amounting approximately to £57,000, 
within the next few. days. There will 
-be.a ‘brief delay, due to the fact tliat 
one of the lessees has not paid tne 
amount due the state. His bondsman 
has been notified and it is expected pay- 
ment will be made within a few days. 

This means that the distribution will 
‘probably take place next week. This is 
the amount which has usually been dis- 
‘tributed each quarter for school pur- 
poses, representing the receipts from the 
convict hire after deducting the ex- 
pense of the prison department. 

Just how much of the convict hire for

‘Cannot Lend Military Property 


As the result of a request from tne 
Military academy for the loan 
of some saddles and other military prop- 
erty in order to complete their outht 
for. yse, at the inauguration, and ane- 
other request from a military school in 
south Georgia for the loan of some guns, 
Quartermaster General W. G. Obear 
yesterday requested from Attorney Gen- 
eral John C. Hart an opinion as_ to 
whether there is any authority for tne 
loan of military property to persons not 
connected with the national guard,, or 
for uses not appertaining to the regular 
state militia service. 

After an examination of the law, At- 
torney General Hart replied that no such 
authority exists, and the quartermaster 
general will thave to decline to loan 
the property. The decision is in line 
with an order issued some time ago by 
the war department intended to stop the 
practice of loaning military property to 
institutions or individuals not connect- 
ed with the military servce. 


gon owen Cuse Is Settled. 


An derstanding has been reached 
between the war department and the 
Savannah Volunteer Guards, of Savan- 
nah, now organized as coast artillery, 
under which the status of that command 
will remain unchanged. 

A letter received yesterday by Adjutant 
General A. J. Scott from Captain Jonn 
A. Hutton, senior captain commanding 
the corps, signifies that it is their pur- 
pose to conform to the regulations and 
requirements of the department relative 
to coast artillery, which means the 
corps will attend all duture .encamp- 
ments ordered at Fort Screven. It is 
denied by Captain Hutton that the corps 
assumed an attitude of refusal to attend 
the camp of instruction only once in two 
years. 

Governor Smith’s action in excusing 
the corps from the encampment on Ty- 
bee this year will stand, and the war 
department will enter no further ob- 
jection to it. The department also sig. 
nifies its intention to supply the corps 
with such armory equipment and prop- 
erty as is needed to facilitate its work 
and instruction. A copy of Captain 
Hutton’s letter will be forwarded to 
the war department and this, it seems, 
will complete the entirely amicable un- 
derstanding that has been reached. 


Requisition for Hull. 
Governor Smith yesterday issued a 
requisition directed to the governor of 
British Columbia, Dominion of Canada, 
for Oscar R. Hull, now under arrest at 
Revelstroke, in that province, and 
wanted in Savannah on a charge of 
forgery. Hull is charged with forging 
orders of the Southern Express Com- 
pany, Whidh he, negotiated and used 
the proceeds.

Cain was to have 
been executed last Monday, but was 
granted a respite until Friday on pe- 
tition of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, who felt that Washington’s 
birthday should not be desecrated by 
an execution. The commission will 
reach decision upon his application to- 
day. 


Not in a Hurry to Buy Land. 

It is possible that the prison com- 
mission will not, as heretofore’ stated, 
reach a conclusion this week as to what 
property it will buy for a prison farm 
for the. white convicts. A member of 
the commission said yesterday there 
would be time enough if the state did 
mot close the deal for the property until 
the middle of March, though it is prac- 
tically certain that action will be taken 
before that time. 

But tihe longer the commission defers 
action, the keener becomes the competi- 
tion and the cheaper the land gets. The 
commission now anticipates hittle diffi- 
culty in getting a good 5,000-acre farm 
for about $60,000. Just which farm it 
will be is still much of a mystery. That 
is what the landowners who ithave made 
bids would very much like to know. 


After the Cattle Tick. 


Much uneasiness and apprehension ex- 
ists as the result of the action of the na- 
tional department of agriculture in dis- 
continuing its work of eradicating the 
cattie tick, in the cattle-@rowing dis- 
tricts of the southern states. It is al- 
leged that this has been due to lack of 
cooperation on the part of the states and 
the communities in which the work was 
being done. 

Commissioner of Agriculture T. G. 
Hudson left the city yesterday for Wash- 
ington, where he has gone with a view 
to unging the department to resume this 
imyportant work. Hesays there has been 
no lack af cooperation on the part of 
Georgia, and that a resumption of the 
work of eradication is of vital interest to 
the cattle industry in the state. 


Weight of Peaches by Express. 

The protest of the Georgia peach 
growers against the circular recently is- 
sued by the Southern Express Company, 
in which it announces an Increase of 20 
per cent in the heretofore agreed weight 
of peaches shipped in standard crates, 
will come up for hearing before the 
state railroad commission today. The 
peach growers will make strong and 
emphatic protest against the enforce- 
ment of the increased weight schedule. 


Two New Georgia Banks. 

Two new Georgia state banks applied 
to Secretary of State Philip Cook yee- 
terday for charters. One of these is 
the Farmers and Merchants’ bank of 
Chipley, Harris county, and the other the 
Chester Banking Company, of Chester, 
Dodge county. Each is to have a capital 
stock of $25,000.

@nd master in chancery, but said they 
Were due to bad management and poor 
bookkeeping and that every dollar wae 
Made good. He admitted that Polk 
was his partner in the ventures named, 
but declared that he (Cooper) never 
handled a dollar of the money and had 
no knowledge that it was taken from 
the state's strong-box. 
Cooper Hard to Handle. 

Colonel Cooper made an excellent 
witness, but one hard to handle, even 
by his own counsel.

PROSECUTION BEGINS TO GRILL 
COLONEL DUNCAN B, COOPER 


Captain Fitzhugh, of the state, arose 
to begin the cross-examination and 
the audience, with a murmur, leaned 
forward to catch every word. The at- 
torney asked the colonel a few ques- 
tions as to his early career and then, 
handing him some papers, said: 

“Are those some bonds executed by 
you in 1870?" 

“They are.” 

The defense objected, but the court 
permitted the question. 

“They were bonds you ave as clerk 
and master and aggregated $56,000?" 
“I think so. You have the bonds.” 

Fitzhugh read the bonds and their 
reasons. They were given when Col- 
onel Cooper was master in chancery 
of Maury county. — 

The witness said he was a brother of 
Edwin and Henry Cooper and took the 
oath of office as master to faithfully 
account for all funds. that passed 
through his hand. He was asked to 
identify a suit or petition filed by J. R. 
and E. L. Cathey against D. B. Cooper 
and asked if he were the D. RB. Cooper 
mentioned in it. He said he was. 


Attacking Cooper's Character. 

The defense objected vigorously and 
demanded to see the petition. Then 
General Washington said: 

“We tried to get these papers when 
we heard this attack was to be made, 
but were informed the state had them. 
Thus we ask for time to examine 
them.” 

After examination, Fitzhugh said: 

“Didn't you confess judgment on this 
petition and the charges therein?” 

“The record will show that: I do 
not remember.” 

The witness examined the paper and 
said that the state’s attorney was cor- 
rect. Next Fitzhugh offered to read the 
bill and put it in as evidence. The 
defense objected, but were overruled. 

“Are you not charged with appro- 
priating:to your own use $351, the pro- 
ceeds of a sale of land, and did you not 
confess judgment?” 

“Don't answer,” interrupted Judge 
Anderson. “This incident occurred in 
1883 and the supreme court has held 
that charges very remote may not be 
brought into a case against a man’s 
character. If we try all these old 
chancery cases again here today, and 
We know how much in dispute these 
chancery suits are, We will be here all 
year.” 

All the attorneys for the defense ar. 
gued against the admission of these 
charges with great vigor. 

To Prove Cooper an Embezzler. 

The state replied through Fitzhugh, 
but after the first sentence the defense 
demanded that the jury retire. This 
was done and Fitzhugh resumed: 

“We propose to show that this de- 
fendant, Colonel D. B. Cooper, is a 
defaulter and an embegzzler to the ex- 
tent of over $100,000. We propose to 
prove this beyond doubt and thus to 
show to the jury just how much credit 
they would place in his words. We 
propose to go further and prove by 
court records that his own brothers 
came into court and admitted that the 
defendant is a defaulter. 

“We propose to show that he embez- 
zlied from estates, from widows and 
orphans, from the county and from the 
state and the very records kept by 
him prove it. 

“But there 


‘You 


is a further reason for 
this question. We have heard of the 
colonel’s deep sense of honor; how 
stung he was by a few sarcastic edi- 
torials. But we will show that he was 
openly accused of embezzlement, yet 
he never said the town was not big 
enough for him and for the men who 
made the charges.” 


Defense Beging to Dodge. 
Attorney General McCarn followed

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COLONEL DUNCAN B. COOPER. 


Fitzhugh and declared that they would 
carry these dishonest transactions from 
1883 down to 1908 and that they were 
not too remote. 

Judge Anderson replied for the de- 
fense: “We never claimed that Sen- 
ator Carmack was killed because of 
these editorials. Our theory is that 
Robin Cooper killed Senator Carmack 
in self-defense, after the senator had 
shot him twice.”’ 

“Do you méan to say,” interrupted 
Fitzhugh, “that you have not forced 
the editorials written by Carmack into 
evidence here as tending to show that 
Colonel Cooper was driven almost mad 
by these attacks upon his honor?” 

“We have,” replied Anderson, 
show the defendant’s state of mind, 
not as a justification for the slaying.” 

For two hours the attorneys argued. 
Finally Judge Hart suggested that the, 
state turn over the charges against 
Colonel Cooper to the defense for exam- 
ination and that an adjournment be 
taken until 2 o’clock. The suggestion 
was adopted. 

After the noon recess, Judge Anderson 
resumed his argument against the in- 
troduction of any records tending to 
show that Colonel Cooper had been 
guilty of embezzlement. He declared 
that even indictments for embezzlement 
against Colonel Cooper, if they existed, 
would.not be admissible. 

For nearly an hour Judge Anderson 
cited cases and decisions in support of 
his contention. Captain Fitzhugh re-

Victory for the Defense. 

Finally, Judge Hart broke in with the 
decision that the defendant might be 
asked if he ever was clerk and master 
in chancery; df he ever defaulted in cer- 
tain cases. 

“Tf he says he does not remember,” 
the court added, “the state may refresh 
his memory. If he says no, then that 
settles it.’’ 

“And may we ask him if he did not

quired Fitzhugh. 

“Yes, I think you may.”

Tne 
word remote is capable of many inter- 
pretations. Where there is a series oO! 
events, connected together, it should be 
left to the jury to judge of their weignt 
and the jury may consider the remote- 
ness of the event on weighing the tes- 
timony. Bring in the jury, gentlemen, 
and resume cross-examination.”’ 

Colonel Cooper took the stand again 
and the state, encouraged by the partial 
victory, began its grilling. 

Cooper's Shortage Paid by Brothers. 

“How long were you clerk and master 
in chancery?’ 

‘tT was appointed in 1870 and resigned

The witness read and said: ‘This pa- 
per was written and signed by ~- my 
brother.”’

Ohio Senator Has Con- 
trol in Merger Controversy 


Upon Foraker and Clarke of 
Arkansas Depends Whether 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
Will Administer Severe Re- 
buke to President. 


Washington, February 24.—Upon Sena- 
tors Foreker, of Ohio, and Clarke, oO! 
Arkansas, depend whether the judiciary 
committee of the senate will declare the 
absorption of the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron Company by the United States Steei 
Corporation to have been in violation 
of the Sherman anti-trust law, and 
whether Presikient Roosevelt was au- 
thorized by law to sanction the merger. 

The committee was in session for more 
than two hours today, having under con- 
sideration the report of the majority ot 
the subcommittee, which investigated 
the merger, and by a vote of 3 to 2, 
condemned the merger and the presi- 
dent’s action in permitting it. Finally, 
it was agreed to meet again on Monday 
next and vote upon the report. 

How Committee Stands. 

Senators Kittridge, Culberson and 
Overman, who signed the majority re- 
port, claim that the vote of the com- 
mittee will be at least 7 to 6, or possibly 
8 to 5 for its adoption. This claim is 
opposed by Senators Clark, of Wyoming, 
and Dillingham, the minority of the sub- 
committee, and by Senator Knox, who 
are working to uphoid the president's 
course. Other members do not profess 
to know how Senators Clarke, of Ar- 
kansas, and Foraker will vote. Known 
to be for the report are Messrs. Nelson 
and Kittredge, republicans, and Bacon, 
Culberson, Overman and Rayner, demo- 
crats. 

Against it are Messrs. 
Wyoming; Depew, Dillingham, 
and Fulton, all republicans. 

Al] the members of the committee 
were present except Mr. Foraker. 

Report Modified. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Overman 
the report was modified today to the 
extent that the assertion that the mer- 
ger was in violation of the Sherman 
law was changed to a declaration that 
the deal “appears to the committee to 
be a violation of the law.”’ 

It was contended by a number of re- 
publican senators on the committee who 
opposed the report that the action of 
the president should not be analyzed 
now in a judicial manner, unless the 
Subject is treated as an act performed 
during the stress of a business panic. 

The minority of the subcommittee 
filed a typewritten statement, which is 
to be printed asserting that the com- 
mittee had exceeded its functions under 
the resolution of the senate by intro- 
ducing evidence which had not been 
before the president when he men- 
tioned the merger, and that the com- 
mittee had judged the case upon this 
new evidence, which the president had 
not the opportunity to consider.

'STOCKS ARE CHECKED 


IN THEIR DECLINE 


‘Short Interests Reduce Their 
Lines—Market Showed 
More Stability. 


New York, February 24.—There came @ 
check today to the disorderly ligquida- 
tion which was rushing the market into 
a state of demoralization. The percep- 
tion that the course of yesterday, if con- 
tinued, would lead to that result, promp- 
ed some measures of effective rt 
today. Tihe large short interest, which 
has grown rapidly with the swift fall in 
prices for a week past, were prompted 
to reduce their short lines with the signs 
of a greater stability in the merket. 
This demand was a potent influence in 
the recovery of prices. That recovery 
was some time in shaping iteelf defi- 
nitely and exhibited occasional hesita- 
tions and unéertainties, which seemed to 
indicate a lack of strong conviction on 
the part of buyers. The iiquidation 
obviously had spent «much of its force. 
The buying demand, however, was lan- 
guid. After periods of dullness, caused 
by its mutual indifference by the buying 
by the buyers and: sellers, the traders 
tested the market by advancing bids. 
This proeess was repeated many times, 
with apparent discouragement, when the 
apparent increased volume of selling on 
the advances were perceived. Hach time, 
however that prices were allowed to 
ship back, the activity diminished. The 
recovery owed much to a sober view of 
some of the consideration which figured 


in the weakness of yesterday. Reports 
yesterday that the supreme court had de- 
cided against the anthracite roads in the 
commodities clause, were disproved to- 
day. This accounted for the leadership 
assumed by Reading in the recovery. 
There was a better feeling also over 
the steel trade outlook and a growth of 
confidence that the price concessions on 
steel products were a preliminary to re- 
Vival in the trade. The process of spec- 
ulative deflation called for by the trade 
readjustment going on was recognized 
to have made great progress in the ab- 
rupt collapse in prices which has al- 
ready occurred. The proportions of the 
market readjustment thus called for, ob- 
tained clearer form, and were corrected 
from the extravagant assumptions of 
yesterday that an immediate relapse to 
the acute conditions of depression and 
contraction of 1907 was in prospect. 
The money market was unaffected by 


the large operations of the day. The call 
for return of $30,000,00 of government 
deposits to the treasury matured today, 
and the New York banks turned over 
many millions of this amount yesterday 
and today on account of interior corre- 
spondents. Over a million dollars’ in 
gold was engaged for shipment to Ar- 


gentina. Late prices were dearer than 
yesterday to the extent of $5 a share for 
Reading, $3 for United States Steel, and 
some of the minor steel industrials, and 
from $2 to $3 a share for the most 
prominent railroad stocks. 

The bond market was irregular. Total 
sales, par value, $7,500,000. U’nited States 
bonds were unchanged on call.

Chicago, February 24.—Shifts of scen- 
éry by leading bulls tn the wheat pit 
brought the July deliverly into the 
foreground today, and that option ad- 
vanced to a point nearly 2c above the 
closing figures of the previous session, 
the high mark of the day being reach- 
ed at $1.038%.
